Maintaining that it has been im 
possible to determine what it cost to 
operate the parcel post, the-committee 
wants to check changes.

"I want to meet the exhibition o 
buncombe made yesterday by counse 
for the other side," said O. N. Hilton 
of counsel for the union, in asking 
whether the "Western Federation wa 
to be excluded from this investiga 
tion. "We are willing for an'investi 
gation of the federation if the Calu 
met and Hecla company also is In 
vestigated. -We would like to inquire 
into its interlocking directorates, its 
operations in stocks, and into its offi 
cers. We desire latitude also to in 
vestigate the Citizens' Alliance." 
Chairman Taylor said the • commit 
tee wanted to give both side wide 
latitude to inquire into- anything- per 
taining to th,e strike situation and the 
causes leading up to it. 
"If all these matters merely are at 
forded for the. purpose of crimination 
and recrimination and not to assist in 
getting at the bottom of the trouble,' 
lie continued, "I do not think we would 
want to inquire into them. I don'i 
suppose the mining companies wan 
to go into' the murder of Governm 
Steunenberg and other events 
that 
have been charged against the feder- 
ation elsewhere in the past.

Commissioners John H. Roemer and 
Javid Harlowe presided, and John N. 
~adby, chief of the telephone engi 
neering staff of the commission, an- 
swered questions of the members as 
each of the thirteen rules was up for 
liscussion. At the close''Chairman 
Roemer announced that the standards 
vould be carefully reviewed in the 
ight of the suggestions offered, and 
would not be finally promulgated for 
iome time. 
Great interest was shown in the 
.ubject of the rights or remedies of 
elephone companies whose lines are 
srossed by high tension wires, which 
3ause objectionable noise to telephone 
patrons. This discussion resulted in 
he adoption of a motion instructing 
he. legislative: committee Jyj^/prepare. 
egislation on this subject. 


Forty-one on One Line. 
The discussion, which lasted all af- 
ernoon, was not without its lighter 
fern. 
Rural telephone men told of 
ines in their systems having from 24 
0 41 patrons each. There was natur- 
ally much cross talk, one man with 
1 lines admitted, but he had no com- 
jlaints because the subscribers would 
ather endure it than have their rent- 
Is raised. 
Action was taken looking toward 
amendment of the constitution to 
nake the election of directors more 
emocratic and to provide for better 
epresentation of smaller companies, 
t is likely next year's convention will 
ontinue three days as a result of an 
xpression of sentiment, led by W. L.

tucket, who is charged 
with negl 
5ence in connection .with the disaster 
The master of the Monroe has been 
on the stand two days, during whic] 
IB has several times gone over th 
details of the accident in which forty 
one persons lost their lives. 
Much of the time of the inquiry 
which is being conducted by 
th 
United States local steam vessel in 
spectors, is being taken up in an eftor 
;o learn lessons frpm,.the disaster with 
a view to drawing up amendments tf 
he present regulation that will assis 
n preventing similar occurrences. So 
!ar Capt. Johnson has made no criti 
clsm of the conduct of-'Capt. Berry 
rat :has commended him for the ef 
forts he made to rescue passengers 
and members of the Monroe's crew. 
Captain Johnson said that the two 
ships were locked together only for 
about two seconds at the time of the 
collision. The Nantucket reboundec 
on the Kentucky and fell in alongside 
and again struck the Mt>nroe broad 
sides on.

Home..'"i:NTear this church is a gate 
named in his honor. 
There is no 


record of his having written love 
songs or of his ever having been in 
love, and surely there was nothing 
sentimental about his death. 


There was another prominent figure 


in history by the name of Valentine 
who had even less to do with senti- 
| ment, for he was a bishop of the 


I Church and met an unromantlo end by 
being choked to death by a fiah bone. 
Like the other Valentine he performed 
a miracle, by healing a son of Craton, 
the rhetorician, of epilepsy. In Italy 
and Germany they still pray to him 
when a person is suffering- from this 
disease.

was kept in honor ot Pan and Juno, 
and is sometimes known as jSno Peb- 
ruta.

As time 
went on the revels of the Lupercalia 
became so immoral that the^Church 
decided that this particulars-custom 
would have to be changed, so the man- 
date went forth that' the name of a 
saint should be written upon the slips 
instead of those of living women and 
each young man who drew' the name 
was to regard this saint as his natron 


for the coming year, and for several 
years this was done. But romantic 
youth was not long satisfied to imitate 
these holy fathers and' ballot for a 
saintly partner in heaven. He longed 
for something consisting of flesh and 
bloo'd here on earth, such as a beau- 
tiful girl. So, he went back to some- 
thing like the pag-an custom and Saint 
Valentine's Day 'then became the 
name of the feast, and although Chris- 
tianized it still retains a modified form, 
of the Lupercalia. 


Queer Custom of Challenge. 


Then came the custom of challeng- 


ing one's valentine, and this was done 
by girls as well as men. • Finally it 
became no uncommon tiling for a girl 


to walk up to a man who waa a per- 
fect stranger to her and say, "Good 
morrow—'tis Saint Valentine's Day!" 
It then became the duty of the man 
so challenged to send the young 
woman a present. This was carried 
to such extremes that it became a 
regular hold-up game. It'was prac- 
ticed only by the lower classes for a 
time and happily the custom died out 
altogether a century or more ago. 


In Kent. England, the girls burn 


holly on Saint Valentine's Day and 
their sweethearts throw ivy on the fire 
as a sign that they, too, are ready to 
sacrifice for love. 
In some .parts of 


Holland the girls and Boys .go about 
the streets decorated- wiJJi.i'true lov- 
ers' knots, and those!, who '.wear the 
same colors are supposed to be lovers. 
As early as the eighteenth century the. 
fancy valentine came into use. 
At 


that time it was written on paper 
adorned with a grilt Cupid which had 
been carefully pasted on. 
The po- 


etry was what is termed today of the 
mushy variety. 
The favorite formula 


announced in terms still held sacred 
to Saint Va.lentineilithat because the 
rose is red and the 'violet blue there- 
fore the recipient is as sweet as sugar. 
These love laden missives were sent 
by messenger. 
Then came a reduc- 


tion in postage, and printed valentines 
began to appear—hideous looking af- 
fairs showing grotesquely attired men 
and women sitting side by side while 
Cupid hovered over their heads^ The 
God of-Love was usually a very fat, 
pink, ill-shaped cherub, who carried 
a huge bow and a quiver of golden 
arrows. He was always shown in the 
act of shooting an arrow at the couple 
below him. The lace paper valentine, 
with embossed pictures of love scenes 
hidden amid layers of lace paper was 
the next fashion, and some of these 
were really very pretty.' These were 
followed by the hand painted satin 
card, which was, of course, more ex- 
pensive than the lace paper. 
The 


verses, however, were the same, for 
since the days of the Lupercalia. the 
old, 
old story of "two lives with but 


a single thought, two hearts that beat 
as one" has not changed except that 
each year the lover seems to^lavlsh 
more gifts upon his sweetheart. About 
the middle of the nineteenth century 
the manufacture of valentines became 
a business, and today several thou- 
sand people are employed in the in- 
dustry. 
The work particularly ap- 


peals to invalids and cripples and re- 
quire* no great strength. A few years 
ago the valentine post card made its 


appearance and at present threatens 
to crowd out many of the prettier and 
finer love tokens. One of the first oi 
these cards was two hands clasped 
bucked up by a bunch of roses. Hun- 
dreds of these were sold, and the next 
year cards of every variety made their 
appearance, such as cards postmarked 
"Loveville" with postage of two kisses. 
Another ahows a maiden'sitting by a 
stream in which Cupid is swimming. 
The' maiden is removing her shoes 
making ready to follow the little God 
of Love in the Saint Valentine Lake. 
Another card shows a red heart with 
a golden slipper attached, and under 
it are the words: 


"To my Valentine— 


Will you be my Cinderella?" 


Flowers and Candy. 


Flowers, too, are sent as valentines 


—violets, lilieB of the valley and roses 
being the particular posies, as In the 
language of flowers these have a sen- 
timental meaning. 
Candy in heart- 


shaped boxes has long been in vogue. 
Thi« year the Dolly Madison, box is to 
be t;ne fashion. The top is a delicate 
faced doll dressed in. crepe paper in 
the style ol the day? of Dolly Madi- 
son. Beneath ia a box which can be 
filled with bon boiis. A love missive 
is usually tied to the wrist of the doll. 
One of the very newest things is a ring 
box hidden in a bouquet of violets 
with a sweet-faced doll In the .center. 
To all appearances this is a corsage 
bouquet. In the back of the bouquet 
ia a small velvet-lined box Just large 
enough for a ring. The whole make- 
up of this valentine is especially pret- 
ty and in most case's expensive. 


Eacb/year brings out new. Ideas and 


new ways for the lover to show admi- 
ration for his sweetheart,Oand al- 
though Saint Valentine's Day may be 
a pagan feast It Is none the less a 
popular one with the young people of 
the twentieth century. 


HARD TIMES

HARD TIMES are regular visitors 
in every country—the kind of visi- 
tors who outwear their welcome be- 
fore they have rung the door bell. 


Hard times may be caused by bad 
crops, or decayed industries, or war, 
or a government which is solid timber 
above the collar. Hard times may 


also be a species of sobering up. 
After a country has become so pros- 
perous that people spend billions of 
dollars for stocks and bonds printed 
by eminent promoters on fast color 
presses and backed by rainbows and 
east wind, hard times usually come 
along as a sort of financial" bromo- 
seltzer. 


The United States has hard times 
about once every twenty years, this, 
being the only precedent followed 
with any devotion in this country 


No one knows why we have 
hard 
times except perhaps., a few great fi- 
nanciers, who will not -tell for fear 
'the grand jury might find out. Of 
late we have had hard times for the 
same reason -that an', audience gets 
up at the cry of "fire"'-and tries to 
pass unanimously through a small 
door at the same moment. We have 
hard times because one pessimist 
whispers, another wags his head a 
third sighs heavily, a fourth, declares 
'that he will curtail his production 


next year, a filth, says it is a shame 
for . the party in power, which isn't 
his, to plunge the country into such 
woe, 
a sixth, calls attention in large 
headlines to the fact that railroads 
are laying off men, and a seventh 
tells all comers that his bank cannot 
lend any more -money and will sit 
henceforth on what it has like a de- 
voted Plymouth Rock hen trying to 
hatch chickens out of door knobs. 
Soon after this, hard times arrives 
with baggage for an extensive stay, 


and the bread line becomes almost 
as long as th.e line in .front of the 
theatre when the ex-mistress o£ an 
ex-king is billed to exhibit. 
Last year the crops of this country 
were worth more than the crops of 
any other year in history, and for- 
eign nations bought more boatloads 
of American goods than ever before. 
Yet a large .number of people are 
spending most of their time exhort- 
ing the cautions to sell all they have 
for gold and to bury the gold back' 


of the woodshed. 
From which it might almost be 
concluded that hard times are caused 
chiefly by. soft-heads.
